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Selectmen decline to cut budget; 
add $500K for schools “el

Selectmen two weeks ago managed 
to cut an insignificant $8,000 out of 
the proposed $75 million budget for 
next year, fiscal 1998. But this week 
they reneged on even that small cut. 

And two weeks ago they postponed 
taking a position on the schools bud- 
get in hopes of finding a compromise 
on the $500,000 difference between 
what the town manager was recom- 
mending and the figure the School 
and Finance committees were 


proposing. But this week they voted 
to abandon the town manager’s rec- 
ommendation and go with the larger 
figure. 

In the end, the budget that select- 
men will reeoommend voters approve 
at Town Meeting is essentially the 
same budget put before them three 
months ago, except for the extra 
$500,000 for the schools. Nothing was 
cut. The only reduction at all was a 
decrease of $50,000 in the amount 
appropriated to Greater Lawrence 


Technical School. And that was more 
in spite of selectmen than because of 
them, as that figure is based on antic- 
ipated attendance by Andover stu- 
dents and is out of their control. 

Town Meeting is scheduled for 
April 14, 15 and 16. 

Two weeks ago selectmen voted to 
recommend approval of seven por- 
tions of the town manager’s nine-part 
budget proposal, making only the 
slightest effort to cut costs.

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Selectmen will support middle school expansion

Selectmen will support a Town Meeting 
warrant article asking for $200,000 for archi- 
tectural and/or engineering fees associated 
with the preparation of a plan for renova- 
tions, additions and/or construction of a 
new middle school. 

Richard Neal, schools superintendent, 
asked selectmen two weeks ago to support 
the schools request for the money. If Article 
26 is approved, that would allow a full year 
of planning, Mr. Neal:said, a luxury the 
town and the schools did not have, or did not 
take, with the Andover High Schoo! project. 

The best and most likely option at this 
point would be to build a new middle school 
for grades 5-8 on land the town owns and the 
schools control on Cross Street at High Plain 
Road. Another option still being considered 
is to build on land the town owns behind 
Andover School of Montessori on South 
Main Street. 

Selectman Larry Larsen said the commu 
nity seems to be eager to resolve the over 
crowding issue, but with all the problems at 
Andover High School, people can stand only 
so much and aren’t ready to commit to 
another project.

He also said 
the committee felt the town 
Should finish one job and cri- 
tique it before moving on to 
another one. 

The projected cost of a new 
school for 850 students is $24.3 
million, 60 percent of which 
would be reimbursed by the 
state. The schools currently have 
a total of 5,500 students and 
expect to have 6,200 within five 
years, Mr. Neal said. 

When someone mentioned 
that there were similar numbers 
of students in the schools back in 
the 1960s, Selectman Gerald Sil 
verman explained that that was 
when class sizes averaged 34 stu- 
dents and there were study halls 
with 60 students in them. Study 


halls are no longer allowed as 


class time under the 1993 Educa- 
tion Reform Act, and the higher 
student/teacher ratios are no 
longer acceptable. 

“Nothing is worse than over- 
crowding kids and not giving 
kids an equal opportunity for 
education,” Mr. Silverman said. 
“I think a delay in planning 
would be wrong.” 

Charles Wesson, who has 
since completed his term on the 
board, said two weeks ago that 
residents elect a School Commit- 
tee to oversee educational needs 
and that the town should heed 
their recommendation. By tak- 
ing time to plan while it is avail- 
able the town may be able to 
avoid a repeat of the High School 
fiasco, he said. 


Selectmen voted 3-0 to support the war- 
rant article at Town Meeting. Dr. Larsen 
abstained and Selectman James Barenboim, 
who has since completed his term on the 
board, was absent.

Selectmen will recommend voters at 
Town Meeting approve Article 69, which 
would allow the town to acquire the neces- 
Sary easements to have Samos Lane accept- 
ed as a town way.

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Selectmen: No cuts

(Those votes were taken by the 
board March 17, prior to elections. 
Members at the meeting included 
selectmen Larry Larsen, Gerald Silver- 
man, Charles Wesson and William 
Downs. Mr. Wesson has since complet- 
ed his term. James Barenboim was not 
at the meeting but now has also com- 
pleted his term on the board. The two 
new selectmen, John Hess and Brian 
Major, were in their new positions at 
the meeting this past Monday when the 
board voted to restore the $8,000 and go 
with the higher schools budget.) 

More schools money 

The vote was 4-1 to go with the larg- 
er figure for the schools budget, with 
Selectman Bill Downs in opposition. 
But Mr. Downs said this week that he 
was less opposed to the amount than he 
was with the process. He wanted to put 
off the vote and take more time to look 
into the schools budget, and he indicat- 
ed his vote was as much a protest as 
anything else. Mr. Downs again raised 
the point he made two weeks ago, that 
this is the third year in a row the 
schools have come in with a figure Sig- 
nificantly higher than the town manag- 
er’s, and each of the last two years a 
higher amount was eventually appro- 
priated. The vote Monday makes it 
three years in a row, 

New Selectman John Hess brought 
up an issue Monday night that Mr. 
Downs has insisted for years, that the 
board should start detailed discussions 
of the budgets earlier so they have time 
to analyze and investigate them. 
$8,000 restored 

The $8,373 that would have been cut 
from the general government budget 
will allow an increase in a part-time 
conservation agent’s hours, from those 
of a half-time position to a three-quar- 
ters position. Selectmen had opted for 
the lower amount despite the Finance 
Committee’s recommendation to keep 
the funds and the increased position in 
the budget. 

In pushing for the cut two weeks 
ago, Selectman Larry Larsen said he 
wanted to keep the half-time position 
from blooming into a full-time spot, 
since these have a way of appreciating. 

“It’s nit-picky, but it certainly adds 
up,” Dr. Larsen said. 

Buzz Stapcezynski, town manager, 
argued that there once were two full- 
time conservation positions, but that 
one had been cut several years ago. 
Now, with most land up for develop- 
ment being marginal at best, the work- 
load in that department has increased, 
he said. 

Selectman Gerald Silverman 
opposed the cut, saying that on the one 
hand the board was supporting at least 
three bylaws on the Town Meeting 
warrant that would restrict residential 
growth, and on the other hand were 
taking away the tools to back up those 
regulations. 

The board voted 3-1 to make the cut, 
with Mr. Silverman opposed. Later in 
the meeting, Mr. Stapczynski asked the 
board to reconsider the conservation

Mr. Downs said this 
week that he and Dr. 
Larsen, the two who 
had held out for the cut, 
talked at Dr. Larsen’s 
post-election celebra- 
tion March 24 and 
decided to move to 
restore the conserva- 
tion agent’s hours to 
the budget. Mr. Downs 
said the conservation 
agent was the first on 
the list the night they 
made the cuts and that 
both he and Dr. Larsen 
had hoped it would be 
the first of several per- 
sonnel cuts they would 
make that night. In the 
aftermath, seeing it as 
the only position sin- 
gled out, not wanting to 
harm the Conservation 
Commission’s and 
Planning Board’s regu- 
latory efforts, and see- 
ing it as “peanuts” in 
the $75 million budget, 
the pair decided it 
wasn’t worth making 
the cut, Mr. Downs 
Said. 

On Monday, Dr. 
Larsen made a motion 
to restore the $8,373 and 
Mr. Downs seconded it 
before it was approved 
by the board. 

Raise for the 
town manager? 

Selectmen questioned $21,000 in an 
“unclassified payroll” account for the 
town manager’s office and discovered 
that Mr. Stapezynski included $9,000 
for a raise for himself. The town man- 
ager cannot give himself a raise — it 
comes from selectmen. But he was so 
bold as to include “a few dollars” in the 
budget in case selectmen wanted to 
give him one, he told 
board members. 

The other $12,000 is 
for a half-time typist in 
his office. 

Selectmen left both 
items in their recom- 
mendation for 
approval. This does not 
mean Mr. Stapezynski 
gets the raise if the 
budget is approved at 
Town Meeting. But 
approval would make 
the money available 
should selectmen want 
to give him a raise next 
year.

aiternoon, 1,400 Andover residents 
were without power, and by 4:45 p.m 
Tuesday, 360 were still without lights. 

“We're still having some backlash 
from the storm. Snow or tree limbs still 
come down because of the wind” affect- 
ing power lines, said Bill McBride, 
Mass. Electric Company spokesman. 
“We have aftermath problems, if you 
will, after storms are over. It’s not 
unusual.” 

The snow also ripped an awning 
from 52 Main St., sending the awning 
crashing into a snow-covered walkway. 

In fact, the snow was so heavy and 
thick throughout Monday night and 
into Tuesday morning that it even kept 
mail carriers from their appointed 
rounds. 

“Right now, we got out to as many 
businesses as we could but, obviously, 
delivery to residences wasn’t too good,” 
said Barry Begley, postmaster, Tues- 
day. “This morning it wasn’t the best of 
conditions.” 

While post office stations were kept 
open and carriers gathered mail from 
collection boxes, Mr. Begley said the 
post office didn’t deliver mail to 
Andover residents Tuesday. He said he 
made this decision because police told

him Tuesday morning 
that power lines were 
down and many side 
streets and sidewalks 
were impassable. 

“We had a minimal 
amount of mail com- 
ing in anyway,” said 
Mr. Begley. “If people 
called, they were wel- 
come to come in to get 
their mail. 

“It was a state of 
emergency. You have 


the people and the 

vehicles,” he explained. “With the con- 
ditions this morning and the state of 
emergency, it just wasn’t possible this 
morning. It doesn’t happen often that 
we don’t get out to the residential cus- 
tomers.” 

Residents who want their mail deliv- 
ered should clear a path to their mail 
boxes. Firefighters spent Tuesday 
shoveling free key hydrants from their 
snow Casings.

Colonial & Patriot drives 


Editor, Townsman: 

I am writing concerning Articles 58 
and 59 on the Warrant for Andover’s 
April Town Meeting. These two 
Articles will: 1. appropriate the funds 
to bring Colonial and Patriot drives up 
to Andover statutory standards; 2. take 
by eminent domain those streets in 
order to permit acceptance as Andover 
public ways. 

There has been a frustrating decade- 
long history which has prompted the 
submission of these articles. Hopefully 
an understanding of those past events 
will convince the citizens of Andover to 
support Articles 58 and 59. 

In 1985, subdivision construction 
was pursued on Colonial and Patriots 
drives by a private developer, Freder- 
ick Baldwin, president of Bradford 
Realty Trust. Under the plan approved 
by the town, Mr. Baldwin was required 
to complete the necessary improve- 
ments to allow the acceptance of Colo- 
nial and Patriot drives as Andover pub- 
lic ways. In August 1986, a performance 
bond was posted by Mr. Baldwin at the 
Arlington Trust Company. 

According to the Andover Planning 
Department, sometime before March 
1992, Bradford Realty Trust withdrew 
the entire remaining balance of $89,882 
(plus interest) without town authoriza- 
tion. The required improvements to 
Colonial Drive and Patriot Drive were 
never completed by Mr. Baldwin. In 
addition, during this time, the town 
made no regular, periodic effort to 
check the progress or performance of 
Mr. Baldwin or the status of the bond. 
In fact, the town did not discover Mr. 
Baldwin’s actions until March 1992. 
Further, until November 1996, the town 
had not attempted legal remedy (i.e., 
lawsuit against Mr. Baldwin) to recov- 
er any funds. 

The rules and regulations governing 
land development bonding in effect at 
the relevant time state that with- 
drawals were not allowed without the 
approval of the Andover Planning 
Board, following a report by the 
Department of Public Works that all 
required subdivision improvements 
had been completed satisfactorily. In 
this manner, the town has the full 
authority and responsibility in matters 
of land development. Town officials did 
not satisfy these responsibilities. Poor 
accounting, inadequate oversight and 
failure to attempt recovery of the inap- 
propriately withdrawn bond in a time- 
ly manner further exacerbated the 
problem. 

The above facts were not told to the 
residents. Moreover, the residents only 
recently discovered that Mr. Baldwin 
was not going to complete the streets, 
that the town had no intention of com- 
pleting the streets, and that, if the resi- 
dents wished to get Colonial and Patri- 
ot drives accepted, their only avenue 
would be to submit private warrant 
articles at Town Meeting. 

As a result, the residents of Colonial 


Drive obtained the signatures neces- 
sary for two warrant articles, articles 
12 and 13, for the Special Town Meeting 
on Oct. 23, 1996. The language for Arti- 
cles 12 (procurement of completion 
funds) and 13 (eminent domain acquisi- 
tion) was prepared with the assistance 
of the Department of Public Works 
(DPW). Most of the unfinished tasks 
required by DPW regulation were for 
“administrative” items including legal 
costs, plans and boundary markers. 
The last residence was built about 1989. 
The street construction (e.g., utilities, 
grading and paving, etc.) has been com- 
plete for over half a decade. The 
amount to complete Colonial Drive and 
Patriot Drive is well below the amount 
of the [allegedly] stolen bond. 

At last October’s Special Town’ Meet- 
ing, Article 12 received a convincing 
majority, but failed to get the required 
two-thirds vote. Article 13 was passed. 
Most town officials inexplicably voted 
against the Articles, preferring to drag 
out the process until legal action could 
be brought against Mr. Baldwin. 

Independent legal review has indi- 
cated that it is not apparent that the 
bank violated any laws or standards of 
conduct, so a suit against the bank is 
likely to be a frivolous and expensive 
exercise. Moreover, redress is not prob- 
able from either Mr. Baldwin or the 
bank since the town had taken no legal 
action over the extended period of time 
since Mr. Baldwin’s withdrawal, and 
therefore the Statute of Limitations has 
expired. Article 13 was subsequently 
thrown out upon challenge by town 
counsel, effectively negating the senti- 
ment of the town voters and the sub- 
stantial effort by the residents to get 
the article passed. 

Since October’s Special Town Meet- 
ing, the residents of Colonial and Patri- 
ot drives have met many times with the 
town manager, the Board of Selectmen, 
the Finance Committee, the Depart- 
ment of Public Works, town counsel 
and others in an attempt to broaden the 
understanding of the various issues 
and to bring this matter to closure. 
Town counsel has prepared the appro- 
priate articles (Articles 58 and 59) that 
should finally resolve street acceptance 
of Colonial and Patriot drives. At this 
point, we believe we have the support 
of Sen. John O’Brien, Rep. Barry Fine- 
gold, town manager, Board of Select- 
men, town counsel and informed citi- 
zens. We are confident that the Finance 
Committee and Planning Board will 
follow suit by recommending approval 
of the two articles at the April Town 
Meeting. 

The acceptance of Colonial and 
Patriot drives deserves your considera- 
tion. Like other Andover residents, the 
neighborhood has paid its high real 
estate taxes to support the town, even 
though the town had not completed the 
street acceptance process as warranted 
by the town’s fiduciary responsibility. 
Approval of Articles 58 and 59 will send 
a clear message that Andover main- 
tains a high standard of integrity. We 
urge your enthusiastic support.

Parent doesn’t like 
5-8 middle-school 
configuration 


Editor, Townsman 
Dear Ms. Girdwood: 

Thank you for taking the time to 
speak with me on the phone. I am 
unconvinced that a 5-8 middle school 
is in the children’s best interests 
because nobody has done enough 
research to really know how it will 
affect the fifth-graders. Here is a 
recap of the concerns I raised about 
the 5-8 middle school idea: 

- The fifth-graders are still young 
enough to need a firm relationship 
with their homeroom teacher. This 
will be missing if they are rotating 
classes as often as the students in the 
middle school do. 

* My fifth-grade son has enough 
homework most nights to delay his 
bedtime. If he had to get up an hour 
earlier, he’d be chronically sleep- 
deprived. It’s too early in the morn- 
ing and too long a day for kids that 
young. 

¢ When I hear people tell me it is 
good to put the fifth-graders in the 
middle school because it will slow 
down the sixth-graders by giving 
them younger children to be friendly 
with, what that says to me is that the 
sixth-graders are also really too 
young to be in the middle school. So 
why make the problem worse by 
putting even younger children 
there? 

¢ After-school programs follow the 
school structure and bus availabili- 
ty: The Kids’ Club and YMCA pro- 
grams extend only through fifth 
grade. With the fifth grade in the 
middle school, those programs will 
probably stop at fourth grade. While 
there are some school-sponsored 
after-school activities such as intra- 
mural sports, they end too early in 
the day to help families in which 
both parents must work, and they 
don’t run the entire school year. 

- It’s difficult for me to imagine 
that it’s appropriate to have children 
who are 10 years old in school with 
14-year-olds. Their stages of biologi- 
cal and emotional development are 
so radically different. Fifth-graders 
are barely adolescents. 

* The bus. There is already trouble 
on the buses and at bus stops, with 
older kids bullying younger ones. 
This situation will only worsen with 
the larger age differential that will 
be created by adding the fifth- 
graders. 

When the town, changed from a: 
junior high to a 6-8 middle school,

that change was prompted by a 
change in educational philosophy. 
Although I understand your point 
that it never could have happened if 
the space hadn’t worked out, the 
impetus for the change was to meet 
this change in philosophy. 
Conversely, the impetus for the 
current proposed change from a 6-8 
school to a 5-8 middle school has 
everything to do with space and 
money. In every meeting that’s been 
held about the proposed change, and 
every article that’s been written in

the local papers, the only reasons 
ever given for doing this have to do 
with money. What’s good for the 
children is being treated as inciden- 
tal to the process. 

Although I understand the need to 
relieve the overcrowding and that it 
must be done in a way that is fiscally 
responsible, the approach used was 
backwards. The committee first 
asked, “What’s the most cost-effec- 
tive way to solve our space prob- 
lem?” and after proposing a solution, 
began researching if there would be 
any detrimental effects on the chil- 
dren. Instead, the process should 
have been to find out what’s the most 
effective way to add space that will 
benefit all our children and then 
determine how to build io meet that 
goal. 

The Northborough, Mass., school 
district is in the process of going 
back to a 6-8 middle school from the 
5-8 middle school setup they now 
have. School officials told me that 
the 5-8 middle school was entered 
into as only a temporary measure, 
meant for a year or two, until they 
could finalize permanent arrange- 
ments for more space. It was never 
meant as a permanent solution, 
because the middle school concept is 
grades 6 through 8, not grades 5 
through 8. 

The members of the committee 
formed to investigate the effects of 
the proposed change have admitted 
that not enough research has been 
done to know whether this change is 
good for the children: How could the 


School Committee possibly approve 
this in good conscience when that’s 
true? I think we should wait a year 
and investigate all these issues 
before we commit the money to have 
architectural renderings. 

You say this research will be done 
during the next year and that plans 
will be made to implement the 5-8 
middle school in a way that will seg- 
regate the fifth- and sixth-graders 
from the older children. However, 
once funding is approved and this 
project is underway, there will be no 
motivation for anyone to do the 
research. Furthermore, if the 
research indicates that a 5-8 middle 
school is not in the best interest of 
the children, who will have the guts 
to stop the project and request more 
money for new architectural draw- 
ings? Once the town starts down the 
path, the momentum will be all but 
impossible to turn back. 

I know we need to resolve the 
overcrowding as soon as possible, 
but to say we can’t wait a year is a 
scare tactic. It seems fairly certain, 
from what I’ve heard at the meetings 
and read in the paper, that we’re 
going to need some temporary relief 
(portable classrooms, etc.) before the 
new school will be ready anyway. If 
that’s the case, then let’s wait a year, 
do our homework up front to find out 
whether this change is good for the 
children and then present the town 
with implementation plans before 
we fund something. 

If the research shows that a 5-8 
middle school can be properly 
planned and built to meet the needs 
of all the grades and solve our space 
needs, then we may have lost a year, 
but we can proceed with confidence 
and not be second guessed by critics. 
However, if we rush ahead with a 
project without doing our hone- 
work, we may resolve the space cri- 
sis, but possibly at the expense of our 
children’s education. In that case, we 
may have won the space and money 
battle, but lost the war.

Problems with Andover 
High entrance road 


Editor, Townsman: 

I read with considerable sympathy and 
interest your coverage of the midday traffic 
accident outside Andover High School. You 
identify just one of several problems with the 
road there: that the eastbound road dips and 
then rises just west of the AHS entrance, 
making it difficult for westbound drivers to 


esee oncoming traffic. Two other factors con- 


tribute to making this a dangerous road lay- 
out: the road bends by about 10 degrees at the 
top of the aforementioned rise and near the 
same location the speed limit changes from 
40 mph to 30 mph. Thus, traffic headed 
toward downtown is screened by both the 
rise and the bend and is moving faster than 
oncoming drivers anticipate. 

As a local resident and father of two young 
children, I have a bigger concern about this 
intersection than even the risk of a two-car 
collision. My youngsters enjoy walking to 
and from Andover High School to kick a soc- 
cer ball on the playing fields there. Crossing 
Shawsheen Road to get to the High School in 
the marked crosswalk at the entrance is rea- 
sonably safe, they can see oncoming traffic 
each way down Shawsheen Road and they 
don’t cross if traffic is coming. 

However, trying to cross from the High 
School back to the north side of Shawsheen 
Road is a journey fraught with peril. Pedes- 
trians here are on the inside of the elbow 
with eastbound traffic slowing from 40 miles 
per hour. With the dip and the bend, as well 
as a utility pole placed exactly where the

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road bends and some 40 paces from the cross- 
walk, oncoming traffic is very difficult to see. 
And for those eastbound drivers who are 
watching for traffic coming out of Lincoln 
Street, sometimes blinded by the morning 
sun or coping with twilight, picking out a 
child in a poorly-signed crosswalk may be 
close to impossible. (And our general confu- 
sion with who has right-of-way, pedestrians 
in crosswalks or drivers in a hurry, doesn’t 
help either.) 

The ideal solution, straightening and flat- 
tening Shawsheen Road, probably would be 
deemed prohibitively expensive. The next 
best option may be a pedestrian-activated 
traffic light, a stop light while pedestrians 
are crossing, at the crosswalk. This would 
afford some extra protection and confidence 
for children and youth crossing from 
Andover High, that oncoming traffic will be 
helped and motivated to stop for them. 

As we approach Town Meeting, we’re 
faced with lots of demands on our town bud- 
get. Few should take priority over the Safety 
of our children and youth.

Bunions 
A bunion is a bony bump on the 
outside edge ot the big toe. The tip 


of the big toe points inward 


toward the other toes, making the 
toe joint protrude outward. This 
exposes the joint to increased fric- 
tion and irritation. 

“Not all bunions are alike,” says 
Dr. Slovenkai. “There’s a complex 
variety of joint, bone and tendon 
abnormalities that can cause the 
problem.” The most common 
cause of bunions (or hallux valgus 
deformity) is an imbalance of 
forces on the toe that is probably 
present from birth.

Question: Is it better to smoke cigars 
than it is to smoke cigarettes? 


Answer: If the smoker does not 
inhale, the risk of lung disease for clgar 
smokers is somewhat less than for clga- 
rette smokers. However, there may be 
a greater risk for cancer of the mouth. 
throat, larynx and stomach. 

According to the American | ung 
Association, overall cancer death rates 
tor men who smoke cigars are 34 per- 
cent higher than cancer death rates for 
nonsmokers. Cigar smokers also have 
higher death rates from chronic 
obstructive pulmonary disease and are 
four to ten times more likely to die 
from cancer of the larynx, mouth and 
esophagus than nonsmokers. 

“Smoking cigars is particularly dan- 
gerous for those people who have 
smoked cigarettes,” says John EF. 
Beamis, Jr., M.D., head of the Section 


of Pulmonary and Critical Care 
Medicine at Lahey Hitchcock Medical 
Center. “In smoking cessation classes, 
we sce people who have sw itched 
trom cigarettes to cigars in an effort to 
quit smoking. These former smokers, 
out of habit, inhale the cigar smoke 
more than they think they do, which 
puts them at risk for all the lung and 
heart problems related to cigarettes.” 

Another hazard, for smokers and 
nonsmokers alike is second-hand 
smoke. “The smoke from the burning 
end of a cigar or cigarette is actually 
more dangerous because when you 
smoke, the smoke is drawn through 
the cigar or cigarette which provides 
some filtration,” Dr. Beamis says. 
“Secondhand smoke has more toxins 
than smoke that’s been inhaled and 
exhaled.”

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bunions are much more common in 
women than in men, and the high- 
heeled, pointed-toe shoes that some 
women wear unquestionably con- 
tribute to the problem. 

According to Dr. Slovenkai, people 
have a good chance of preventing 
bunions by getting the best-fitting 
shoes possible. In some cases, bunions 
can be treated with special sleeves to 
prevent friction, or with night splints 
to hold the toe Open tO amore correct 
position. Sometimes the shoe can be 
stretched over the location of the 
bunion to prevent pressure or friction. 
If these measures fail to alleviate the 
pain, surgery may be used to realign 
and balance the big toe to restore nor- 


mal function. 


Hammertoes 

A hammertoe, which most common- 
lv attects the lesser toes, occurs when 
the toe joint becomes contracted and 
detormed. The most common cause is 
an ill-fitting shoe, which pushes up 
against the tp of the toe and causes the 
joint to contract. The toe, which ordi 
narily hes flat, is elevated and the top 
of the toe rubs against the top of the 
shoe, causing pain and inflammation. 

Again, savs Dr. Slovenkai, the first 
step in prevention and treatment is 
Wearing proper footwear—meaning 
low heels, a rounded toe box and softt- 
ef leather. If these measures fail, 
surgery may be used to either realign 
the toe or remove part of the toe yornt. 
For patients who are not good candi- 
dates for surgery, shoes with extra- 
depth toe boxes can accommodate the 
hammertoe deformity and ease friction 
and discomtort. 


Metatarsalgia 

Metatarsalgia is a generalized term to 
describe pain in the ball of the foot. 
Phere are a number of possible causes. 
It one bone is more prominent, it may 
receive more weight-bearing force as 
vou walk or run. That can result in 
bruising of the bone or even a stress 
fracture, 

Phinning of the fat pad can also 
result in increased bone pressure and 
the joints may become inflamed due to 


the increased trauma. If a nerve 
becomes pinched, pain, tingling or 
numbness in the toes can result. If you 
are experiencing discomfort, avoid 
dress shoes and try a running shoe for 
shock absorption and support. 
Orthotics may also be prescribed, 


Morton’s Neuroma 

Morton’s neuroma is a common 
cause Of pain or numbness under the 
ball of the foot. Repeated injury causes 
scarring around the nerve, which caus- 
es pain or numbness to radiate from 
the ball of the foot to the toes—usual- 
ly the third and fourth toes. High- 
heeled shoes and thin, hard soles wors- 
en the problem, and the first line of 
treatment ts to switch to better shoes. 
Sometimes Dr. Slovenkai uses special 
metatarsal pads to cushion the area. 
Occasionally, an injection of cortisone 
also helps. If pain remains, the neuro- 
ma may be surgically removed. 
Surgery successtully relieves pain in 


about 8O percent of cases. 


Heel Pain 

Phere are many different causes of 
heel pain. While bony overgrowths 
called heel spurs are common and may 
contribute to heel pain, the most com- 
non cause is plantar fasciitis, inflam- 
nation of a ligament called the plantar 
fascia. The plantar fascia, which helps 
naintain the height of the arch, starts 
at the heel and fans out toward the 


yall of the foot. Whenever we take a 
step, this causes a pull on the plantar 
fascia and can cause inflammation at 
Its origin- the heel. 

Wearing well-cushioned shoes with 
exer re heel shock absorption can case 
the impact and may help prevent heel 
pain. 

“Over 90 percent of patients can get 
better with conservative treatment of 
their heel pain,” Dr. Slovenkai says, 
“and | approach treatment in a staged 
tashion.” 

The first stage of treatment consists 
of a combination of anti-inflammatory 
medication, shoe modifications, inserts 
such as an elastic heel cup and a pro- 
gram of heel-cord stretching exercises. 


It the problem continues, one or two 


cortisone injections, along with a local 
anesthetic at the point of maximum 
tenderness, may be helpful. For those 
few patients with continued pain, Dr. 
Slovenkai may recommend a tempo- 
rary cast or night splints to stretch out 
the plantar fascia. If pain persists for 
many months or a year, he may per- 
form surgery to remove or release a 
tight ligament or to relieve nerve pres- 
sure. Ifa heel spur is present, it can be 
removed at the same time. 


Ingrown Toenails 

An ingrown toenail is a toenail edge 
that curves into the skin on the side of 
the toe, causing redness, swelling and 
pain. Ingrown toenails result partly 
trom the overall shape of the nail and 
partly from shoe pressure. If nails are 
improperly trimmed, when they do 
grow, the advancing nail will penetrate 
the skin. Sometimes ingrown toenails 
can lead to repeated infections. The 
first line of treatment is to trim nails 
straight across. People may also place 
a piece of cotton between the nail and 
the skin to allow the nail to grow out 
over the edge of the skin. If there is an 
Infection, antibiotics may be necessary, 
A permanent narrowing of the nail 
may be recommended if the ingrown 
nail is recurrent. This is done by chem- 
ically or surgically removing a segment 
of the nail-growing tissue called the 
germinal matrix. 


Diabetic Foot Ulcers 

People with diabetes may develop a 
condition called neuropathy, a lack of 
sensory-motor function in the foot. 
Not only can this can cause deformi- 
ties, but the loss of sensation can lead 
to ulceration and infection. “For the 
diabetic patient, routine foot care is 
very important,” says Dr. Slovenkai. 
“If a neuropathy is identified, multi- 
density shoe inserts may be used to 
protect the foot from ulceration.” 

A less frequent cause of foot prob- 
lems is ischemia, or loss of circulation 
to the foot. Poor circulation may cause 
the skin in the area to break down and 
it untreated, the underlying bone can 


become infected, sometimes necessitat- 


Ing amputation. 
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Most people know they should drink more water, but 
some may not be getting enough fluids for optimum health. 
“Water is one of the body’s most important nutritional 
needs,” says Diane Bleday, M.S., R.D., nutritionist at I ahey 
Hitchcock Medical Center, Water regulates body tempera- 
ture through perspiration, carries nutrients and oxygen to the 
cells and removes wastes, lubricates all joints and protects 
organs and tissues. Adequate fluid levels also help promote 
he: thy, elastic skin. 

Because water plays a role in so many processes, a deficien- 
cy has negative effects. One common result is c Mstipation. 
“Constipation usually is one of the first signs that you're not 
getting enough fluids,” says Ms. Bleday, “Drink more water 
to prevent or treat constipation.” 


How Much Is Enough? 

It is almost impossible to drink too much water because 
the body eliminates any excess. The Recommended Dietary 
Allowance (RDA) is eight to ten cups per d: wW, but the need 
varies with climate, body size, diet, exercise and other condi- 
tions, such as pregnancy and breast- 
feeding, when greater fluid intake is nec- 
essary. “For most people, drinking six to 
eight cups of water daily is enough, 
because water is contained in food, 
especially fruits and vegetables,” says 
Ms. Bleday. “For example, broccoli is 90 
percent water, and oranges and apples 
contain about 85 percent water.” To 
meet your fluid requirement, you can 
substitute fruit juice, low-fat milk and 
soft drinks, but when considering alter- 
natives, be aware of calorie content. A 
glass of juice contains as many calories 
as a soft drink with sugar. Coffee, tea 
and cola drinks, as well as alcoholic bev- 
erages, are not good sources, as they 
have a diuretic effect, tending to 
increase the amount of urine produced 
by the kidneys. 


Water Resources: You Never Outgrow Your Need 


DANGERS OF 
DEHYDRATION 


When fluid intake is not enough 
to replace fluid lost, dehydration 
results. Fluid is lost through the skin 
during perspiration, through the 
lungs and through the kidneys. 
More obvious and potentially 
serious is fluid loss through vomit- 
ing or diarrhea. Dehydration can 
cause a dangerous increase in body 
temperature which can lead to heat 
exhaustion and heat stroke. Signs of 
dehydration include:

Make It a Habit 

lo get an accurate idea of how much you drink, keep a 
water log. For a few days, make a note every time you ae 
something and how many ounces you consumed. At the end 
of each day, run a total. If you're not drinking at least 64 
ounces, find ways to increase, such as keeping a bottle of 
water on your desk and in the car. 

Another sign you're not drinking enough is the color of 
vour urine. When fluids are low, the body conserves by con- 
centrating urine, which makes the urine dark. 


Exercising Caution 

Strenuous activity increases the need for fluids because the 
amount of water lost through sweat and respiration increases 
dramatically. Perspiration is a sure sign that you're losing flu- 
ids, but sports such as bicycling or sailing keep the skin dry 
through rapid evaporation. Drink before, during and after 
exercise. 

When exercising or working out- 
doors, be alert to signs of heat exhaus- 
tion, which 1s caused by prolonged heat 
exposure and dehydration. Symptoms 
include fatigue, weakness, anxiety, light- 
headedness or dizziness. If you suspect 
heat exhaustion, move to a cool place, 
apply ice packs and drink fluids. 

Heat stroke can be fatal if untreated. 
Che elderly and people with heart or 
lung disease are at highest risk, but any- 
one working in high humidity and heat 
is susceptible. Signs of heat stroke 
include hot, dry skin, high body tem- 
perature, confusion and loss of con- 
sciousness. If vou suspect heat stroke,

ADULTS WITH ADHD 


“Over the past five years, I've seen 
a steady increase in the number of 
people asking to be evaluated for 
ADHD)” says Kenneth Adelman, 
M.D.,a psychiatrist at Lahey 
Hitchcock Medical Center.““Many 
come in after their children are diag- 
nosed. As they learn more about the 
disease, they realize they've had the 
symptoms for most of their life, too.” 

As with children, criteria for diag- 
nosis includes a preponderance of 
symptoms in three categories: impul- 
Sivity, attention problems and hyper- 
activity. There must also be convinc- 
ing evidence that symptoms began 
before age seven. 

Because ADHD is not well 
defined, and until recently not recog- 
nized, many adults have been misdiag- 
nosed over their lifetime. Symptoms 
may have been labeled as depression, 
bipolar disorder, obsessive-compul- 
sive disorder, post-traumatic stress 
disorder or the effects of drug use. 

“Adults with ADHD experience 
almost the same problems that chil- 
dren experience, but some earlier 
hyperactivity may have been tem- 
pered by maturity or learned coping 
skills,” says Dr. Adelman. “But even if 
a person can keep the illness from 
being overt, it has a profound nega- 
tive effect on the patient and his or 
her family.” 

Michele Lucas, L.I.C.S.W., at Lahey 
Hitchcock Northshore, has ADHD 
and gives lectures on the illness. 
“People who were never diagnosed 
were generally referred to as chronic 
underachievers,” she says."They may 
have gotten erratic grades—doing 
very well some terms but getting 
very low grades the following term in 
the same class. They had trouble con- 
centrating, focusing, finding something 
they could stay with. Teachers and 
parents assumed their performance 
was willful.”

“These individuals probably have 
trouble managing time, keeping 
appointments, setting priorities and 
keeping track of things,” says Dr. 
Adelman. “Self-esteem is low 
because of the negative messages 
they've gotten all their life.’ People 
with ADHD may also have a low 
economic status, partly because they 
have had less education than others. 
Those with a severe form of the ill- 
ness probably don’t hold jobs very 
long. They get bored or discouraged 
easily and have trouble dealing with 
complaints from their employers. 

Personal relationships also suffer. 
People with ADHD react quickly 
and may not be able to sustain the 
sort of energy needed to work 
through problems. “It’s very impor- 
tant for the spouse to understand 
what's going on so they can support 
their partner and get support for 
themselves. It also helps to know 
there's a reason for their frustra- 
tion,’ says Dr.Adelman. 

The same type of treatments that 
work for children, in general, work 
for adults. Along with finding ways 
to compensate with organizational 
techniques and changes in work and 
home environments, stimulants or 
antidepressants may be prescribed. 

“Being diagnosed with ADHD can 
be the most significant day of some 
people's lives,” says Ms. Lucas. ‘They 
have believed the messages that they 
are lazy, chronic procrastinators and 
underachievers, and that in some 
way, they were at fault. When they 
are diagnosed properly, they realize 
that it’s a biological illness that they 
have no control over. It's a very 
powerful realization.”

The Arsenal Against Arrhythmias 

There are a number of treatments available for arrhythmias. 
For ectopic heartbeats that cause undue anxiety, quitting smok- 
Ing and limiting consumption of alcohol and caffeine may help 
cut down their frequency, 

Several types of drugs are used to treat arrhythmias. Beta 
blockers can help the ventricles pump more effectively by 
slowing impulses through the AV node. Antiarrhythmic drugs 
are used to return the heart rhythm to normal. In some cases, 
anticoagulants are prescribed for patients with atrial fibrillation 
or flutter in order to prevent dangerous blood clots. 

Another approach is a type of implantable electronic device. 
For instance, the symptoms of bradycardia can be corrected 
with an implantable electronic pacemaker, a small, battery- 
powered device producing electrical impulses that travel from 
the atria down through the ventricles. 

Implantable defibrillators, introduced in the 1980s. were 
originally used as a last resort for treating people with danger- 
ous cardiac arrhythmias. They can detect fibrillation and 
respond by delivering an electric shock to the heart to return 
the heartbeat to normal. According to Dr. Martin, the devices 
have improved so much technically that they are now becom- 
ing first-line treatment for life-threatening ventricular arrhyth- 
mias in patients with heart disease. 

The current models, about the size of a small bar of si Yap, No 
longer require major heart surgery and the batteries now last 
longer—up to six or eight years. The new models are also 
“smarter,” recording and storing information about the 
arrhythmia that can later help the doctor determine its cause. 

A study recently reported in the New’ England Journal of 
Medicine suggests that implantable defibrillators significantly 
reduce the risk of death in heart attack survivors. Researchers 
at the University of Rochester Medical Center in Rochester, 
New York studied the benefits of defibrillators in 196 patients 
with ventricular tachycardia who had already survived heart 
attacks. During the two-year follow-up period, 15 patients 
with defibrillators died, 11 of them from cardiac causes. 
whereas 39 patients who did not get defibrillators died during 
the same period, 27 from heart-related causes. These devices 
reduced the risk of death by about half in these patients. 

An interventional technique called catheter ablation is 


becoming an increasingly accepted treatment for some types of 


arrhythmias. The technique employs deliv ery of heat-energy at 
the end of a catheter, which is threaded up through a blood 
vessel of the groin. The device pinpoints and cauterizes the 
specific group of cells that is causing the arrhythmia. “Unlike 
drugs or electronic devices, which only treat the symptoms, 
catheter ablation has the potential for a cure or eradication of 
the problem,” Dr. Martin says.

Skin Cancer Screening 


“Of all cancers, skin cancer is the easiest to detect.” says 
E. Laurie Tolman, M.D.,a dermatologist at Lahey Hitchcock 
Medical Center. “A yearly screening and knowing how to 
check moles for changes is very important because malig- 
nant melanoma, if not treated early, can be life-threatening.” 

It is estimated that 40 to 50 percent of Americans who 
live to age 65 will have skin cancer at least once. At great- 
est risk are people with fair skin that burns and freckles 
when exposed to sun, people who have had one or more 
severe blistering sunburns, and those who have a family his- 
tory of skin cancer. 

The two most common types of skin cancer are basal 
cell and squamous cell carcinomas. While rarely life-threat- 
ening, if not treated, these skin cancers can destroy nearby 
tissue, including bone. 

Malignant melanoma, the most dangerous type of skin 
cancer, usually occurs near an existing mole or dark Spot. 
A normal mole is evenly colored and is flat or raised 
with a round or oval shape and sharply defined borders. 
According to the American Cancer Society, signs of 
melanoma include: 


* Asymmetry—one half of a mole does not match the 
other half. 

* Border irregularity—edges are ragged, notched or 
blurred. 

* Color—moles that have different shades of tan, 
brown or black, sometimes with patches of red, white 
or blue. 

* Diameter—moles larger than the size of a pencil 
eraser, about a quarter of an inch, or moles that 
increase in size. 


To decrease your risk of skin cancer, avoid excessive 
exposure to sun, wear a skin block of at least SPF 15 when 
exposed and stay out of tanning booths. "I think tanning 
booths should be banned,” says Dr. Tolman.“‘Most are not 
checked regularly for output and excessive exposure can 
cause burning, eye damage, skin cancer and premature 
aging of the skin.”

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CARDIAC ARRHYTHMIAS: 
ASSESSING THE RISK 


Most people occasionally have irreg- sino- 
ular heartbeats and, in most cases, atrial 
they are no cause for alarm. Certain node 
types of arrhythmias can produce wor- 
Msome symptoms, how CVT, and s« Me 
can be dangerous. Fortunately, most 
cases can be effectively treated with 
litestyle Changes, medications, elec- 


tronic devices or catheter ablation. 


Causes of Arrhythmias 
Phe function of the heart is to con 


tinually pump blood throug 
body to nourish all of the body’s tis- 
sues. It is divided into four chambers, 
two atria located on top and two ven- 
tricles at the bottom. 

Normally, each heartbeat starts at the right atrium, in a 
group of cells called the sinoatrial node, which is essenti: lly 
the body’s own electronic pacemaker, It sends out an electri- 
cal impulse, which passes through the atria and signals them 
to contract, pumping, blood into the ventricles. Then the elec- 
trical impulse travels through another group of cells called 
the atrioventricular (AV) node to the ventricles, signaling 
them to contract, which pushes blood throughout the body. 
Under normal circumstances, the heart contracts, or beats. 
between 30 and 100 times per munute. 

When this caretully orchestrated routine is disru pted, the 
result is a cardiac arrhythmia, also known as coat ww heart- 
beat. An arrythmia may occur if the sinoatrial node itselt 
develops an abnormal rate or rhythm, if another part of the 
heart mitiates the heartbeat and takes over the heart rhythm, 
or if there is a heart block, in which the electrical signal can- 
not travel normally down the conduction pathway to the 


ventricles, 


Iypes of Arrhythmias 

In most cases, arrhythmias are harmless and will not cause 
syinptoms or attect a person’s daily life. In some cases, how- 
ever, arrhythmias may produce heart pounding or palpita- 
tions, chest pain, shortness of breath, dizziness. iehthe aded- 
hess or fainting. If vou have these symptoms, call your prima- 
ry care physician. An arrhythmia can weaken the pumping 
action of the heart, depriving the heart, brain or body of 
blood. Some arrhythmias, such as ventricular t: whyveardia or 
ventricular fibrillation, can be life-threatening. 

Ectopic heartbeats, extra heartbeats in an otherwise ste: idy 
rhythm, are common and do not require treatment. 
According to David Martin, M.D.. ae: diologist at | ahey 
Hitchcock Medical Center, virtually all middle- aged adults 
have ectopic heartbeats.

the heart beat. It can produce fatigue, 
dizziness, lightheadedness or fainting. 

Tachycardia is a rapid heartbeat, 
which may cause palpitations, rapid 
heart action, dizziness, lightheadedness 
or fainting. Rapid heartbeat arising 
from the ventricles (called ventricular 
tachycardia) may lead to a dangerous 
condition called ventricular fibrillation, 
in which the ventricles are quivering 
and cannot pump blood. If not treated, 
this can lead to what is called “sudden 
death,” death immediately following 
the onset of SVMptoms. It was this type 
of arrhythmia that very suddenly took 
the life of Boston Celtics basketball player Reggie Lewis. 

“These are the arrhythmias we worry about most,” Dr. 
Martin says. 

Atrial fibrillation and flutter usually occur as a conse- 
quence of coronary artery disease. In atrial fibrillation, the 
atria tire much too quickly for the impulses to get through 
the AV node to the ventricles. This causes a r apid and irregu- 
lar ventricular rate, loss of coordination ves the atria 
and ventricles, and, ultimately, inefficiency in pumping. Atrial 
flutter is similar to atrial fibrillation except that the atria con- 
tract more regularly and somewhat more slowly. The most 
common symptom of atrial fibrillation and atrial flutter ts 
palpitations, although often there are no symptoms. 

Either type of arrhythmia may cause an embolism, a blood 
clot that forms in the atria and lodges in the circul: IOTY sys- 
tem, and patients with atrial fibrillation or flutter are some- 
times treated with blood-thinning agents to prevent clots. 
“This type of arrhythmia doesn’t cause immediate death, like 
ventricular fibrillation, but atrial fibrillation is something we 
take very seriously,” says Dr. Martin. 

If vou have the symptoms of an arrhythmia, call your doe- 
tor to have them checked out. He or she m: eM be able to tell 
Whether you have an arrhythmia just by listening to your 
heart. Low blood pressure may also be a sign that you have 
an arrhythmia and you may be given an electrocardiogram. 

An electrocardiogram (ECG or EKG) records the electrical 
activity of your heart. The pattern of the electrocardiogram 
can reveal abnormalities of heart rhythm, damage to the 
heart muscle from a previous heart attack, insufficient blood 
flow to the heart muscle or inflammation of the membranes 
surrounding the heart (pericarditis) or the heart muscle itself 
(myocarditis). 

An exercise ECG or “stress test” is usually performed while 
you are walking on a treadmill. This can show whether exer- 


cise causes or worsens the arrhythmia, or if there is evidence

osteoporosis, it has not been approved 
by the Food and Drug Administration 
(FDA) for prevention. Preliminary data 
from numerous studies does, however, 
indicate that 5 mg daily (rather than 
the 10 mg dose used for treatment) is 
effective in menopausal women in pre 
venting loss of bone mass. 
“Osteoporosis is a silent disease until 
the first fracture occurs,” savs Howard 
E. Rotner, M.D., F.A.C.E.. an endoerj 
nologist who helped develop the 
Osteoporosis Clinic at Lahey Hitch 


cock Northshore. “As treatment 


options increase, there is a greater need 
to identify men and women at risk for 
osteoporotic fractures.” 

Osteoporosis can be accurately diag 
nosed by performing a simple, non- 
Invasive test called bone densitometry. 

The British journal Lancet recently 
published results of a clinical trial 
which tested the effect of alendronate 
on the risk of additional fractures in 
women who had suffered vertebral 
fractures. Of the over 2,000 women 
studied, half were given a placebo and 
halt were given alendronate. Afte1 
three years, 78 women in the alen- 
dronate group had one or more new 
vertebral fractures compared with 145 
in the placebo group. The risk for hip 
and wrist fractures was also reduced.

Risk factors for ¢ steOporosis include 
family history; early menopause:

cum and/or vitamin D; a sedentary 
litestyle; smoking; alcoholism: chronic 
disease such as kidney, bowel or liver 
disease; and use of medicines such as 
steroids or excessive thyroid hormone 
replacement therapy,
